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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . On 3 December 2004, the examiner attempted to contact the attorney of record to discuss 
the claims. Upon contacting Pillsbury Winthrop LLP, the examiner was informed that the firm is 
no longer handling the case. However, no updated Power of Attorney has been filed. 

Specification 

2. Applicant is reminded of the proper content of an abstract of the disclosure. 

A patent abstract is a concise statement of the technical disclosure of the patent and 
should include that which is new in the art to which the invention pertains. If the patent is of a 
basic nature, the entire technical disclosure may be new in the art, and the abstract should be 
directed to the entire disclosure. If the patent is in the nature of an improvement in an old 
apparatus, process, product, or composition, the abstract should include the technical disclosure 
of the improvement. In certain patents, particularly those for compounds and compositions, 
wherein the process for making and/or the use thereof are not obvious, the abstract should set 
forth a process for making and/or use thereof. If the new technical disclosure involves 
modifications or alternatives, the abstract should mention by way of example the preferred 
modification or alternative. 

The abstract should not refer to purported merits or speculative applications of the 
invention and should not compare the invention with the prior art. 

Where applicable, the abstract should include the following: 

(1) if a machine or apparatus, its organization and operation; 

(2) if an article, its method of making; 

(3) if a chemical compound, its identity and use; 

(4) if a mixture, its ingredients; 

(5) if a process, the steps. 

Extensive mechanical and design details of apparatus should not be given. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
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having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

4. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of the 
claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of the various 
claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein were made absent any 
evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation under 37 CFR 1.56 to point out 
the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was not commonly owned at the time a later 
invention was made in order for the examiner to consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) 
and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

5. Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over U.S. Patent No. 
6,775,450 to Maroney et al. in view of U.S. Patent No. 4,707,076 to Skutnik et al. 

6. Maroney et al. describes a coated photonic crystal fiber having a photonic crystal fiber 
(1) and a protective coating (6) surrounding the photonic crystal fiber (see Column 4 and Figure 
3). Maroney et al. does not specifically describe the protective coating having a refractive index 
less than 1.45. 

7. Skutnik et al. describes an optical fiber surrounded by a protective coating having a 
refractive index less than 1.45 (see Columnl2 and Table II). 

8. Maroney et al. and Skutnik et al. are analogous art because they are from the same field 
of endeavor of coated optical fibers. At the time of invention, it would have been obvious to one 
of ordinary skill in the art to use the coating described by Skutnik et al. to form the jacket of 
Maroney et al. Since Maroney et al. is mute on the jacket material, one of skill in the art would 
be motivated to look to prior art for advantageous materials. The material described by Skutnik 
et al. is useful for containing optical energy. Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of 
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ordinary skill in the art to combine Skutnik et al. with Maroney et al. to obtain the invention as 
specified in Claim 2. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

9. Claims 1 and 3-26 are allowed. Claims 1 and 3-26 describe a photonic crystal fiber 
surrounded by a protective coating having the properties listed in Claim 1 . This is subject matter 
not described by the prior art of record. 

10. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. U.S. Patents Nos. 5,416,880 to Edwards et al., 6,323,255 to Snowwhite, 6,309,747 to 
Suwa et al. and 6,810,187 to Fabian et al. describe optical fibers having protective coatings.
